While the Father General of the Society of the Atonement was in Rome on Friday morning, November 
lith, he celebrated Mass at the High Altar of the Church of SS. Cosmos and Damian, close by the Roman 
Forum and one of the very oldest churches in all Rome. Pope Gregory the Great was very fond of this 
church and would often visit it, having a particular devotion to the picture of the Blessed Virgin, which after 
so many centuries still remains above the High Altar. It is said that while the Pope was praying one day be- 
fore this picture Our Lady complained to him that he had not been so frequent in his visits of late. 

It was at this very Altar that Pope Gregory had the Thirty Masses said for the repose of the soul of 
Justus, a monk of the Benedictine monastery over which the Pope had once presided as Abbot. It was after 
the Masses had been said that Justus appeared to his brother, a physician of Rome, making known to him that 
as a result of these Masses he had been delivered from Purgatory. 

Here then in the Church of SS. Cosmos and Damian the First Set of Gregorian Masses were said and lo, 
after fifteen hundred years Gregorian Masses are said in greater number than ever before. In 1937 more than 
sixty thousand Masses were said through the agency of the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost and at least eighty per 
cent of these were Gregorian Masses.

CHAPTER XLV. 
Some Notes FROM THE Diary oF MOTHER LURANA 


There has just come into our hands for the first 


"time an old Notebook, or Diary, of Mother Lurana 
= Mary Francis for the year 1909, a year memorable in 


the history of the Society of the Atonement because 
of its Corporate Reception into the Catholic Church 
Although this 
incident has already been covered in these MEMoiIRs, 
we are sure our readers would enjoy looking into the 
Mother’s Notebook and have her tell us over again the 
story of the Corporate Reception. But, leading up to 
that, her charity and love of the poor is revealed in the 
earlier days of the 1909 Diary as kept by Mother 
We are transcribing exactly from the book 
as written by the Mother Foundress: 


1909: 

Friday, January 1st, the Circumcision: 

A very quiet New Year’s, as the world calls today: 
To us, it is of course the Feast of the Circumcision and 
the Octave of Christmas. 

We are still feeding about twenty a day of the poor 
stranded aqueduct shaftmen. 


(The aqueduct here referred to is the famous New York 
City Aqueduct by which the water from certain lakes in 
the Catskill Mountain region is conducted through the Gray- 
moor Valley all the way into New York City. For several 
years this aqueduct had been under process of construction 
and the work was shut down suddenly towards the end of 
198, and, as a consequence not a few of the laborers and 
their families had been stranded at Graymoor and vicinity 
in a penniless and starving condition.) 


Friday, January 8th: 

Sister Francesca and Sister Elizabeth drove back 
in the country toward Shaft No. 3, to visit the poor 
Italian families of that locality. They took shoes and 
stockings to the poor barefoot little ones in one family 
and noted down the needs of the mother of another 
household who is expecting a new baby very soon. 


Saturday, January 9th: 

This morning Sister Mary Anna drove in to Peek- 
skill to beg from door to door for clothes and shoes 
for the poor Shaft people. She returned home so 
happy and excited as she displayed to us her spoils. 


Monday, January 18th, Feast of St. Peter’s Chair: 
The Church Unity Octave begins today. May God 
guide the Anglican Church and us! 


Tuesday, February 2nd, the Purification of B. V. M.: 

This morning a Reporter from the New York Post 
arrived (at Miss Chadwick’s suggestion) to interview 
us regarding the terrible Shaft situation, the suffering 
of the poor unemployed and their families. He is 
evidently a gentleman and so will, I trust, respect my 
expressed wish that he keep our Sisters in the back- 
ground in the account he is writing up. 


Wednesday, February 3rd: 

Father had decided to go and see Monsignor O’Keefe 
(Catholic Pastor, Highland Falls and West Point) 
again, and possibly commit himself to some definite 
step, but I begged him to wait a little until we could 
more fully understand God’s wishes and ouf own 
position. 
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Thursday Febru- 
ary 4th: 

We are thinking 
much these days 
what is now the 
Will of God for 
the Society of the 
Atonement and for 
the Pro-Roman 
party in the Angli- 
can Church. Rev- 
erend Father, Sis- 
ter Mary Anna and

Friday, February 5th: 

A letter from Miss Chadwick enclosed $50.00 from 
a friend for our Soup Kitchen. 

Curiously, Father received today a letter from a 
Canadian correspondent, a Roman Catholic, in which 
he—Mr. Gray—suggests that Reverend Father go and 
see His Eminence, Cardinal Gibbons, saying that he 
will be ready to confer with Father regarding his dif- 
ficulties and will have a solvent for his conscientious 
scruples regarding Anglican orders. 


Saturday, February 6th: 

Yesterday the Evening Post article was sent me by 
the Reporter with a pleasant little note. The account 
given is not objectionable, much to my relief. 


Monday, February f5th: 

The privation and suffering about Graymoor, due to 
the closing down of the Aqueduct Shafts, continues. 
Today a poor Italian man called at the Convent, asking 
if a Sister would go and see his sick wife. I did not 
like to allow Sister Mary Anna to go, as she takes cold 
so easily and often serious complications follow, for she 
has a tendency to dropsy and the heart is weak, but she 
begged me so earnestly to allow her to go, that finally, 
after twice refusing, I said, “Very well, if your heart 
is set on it, but wrap up warmly.” She went up in the 
carriage and upon returning reported great destitution. 
The poor woman who is expecting a little one had been 
living for days on a little bread and tea and the chil- 
dren in the icy-cold house without shoes or stockings, 
and otherwise thinly clad. 


Tuesday, February 16th: 

Sisters Amelia and Edith went to New York collect- 
ing. Sister Mary Anna has a slight cold, I am sorry 
to see. 


Thursday, February 18th: 

Sister’s cold is decidedly on her lungs and I feel 
anxious, but she would not have the Doctor sent for; 
our good Doctor Giles is south on a little vacation. | 
dread her having a hard night. 


Friday, February 19th: 
Sister Mary Anna had a hard night, the breathing 


very distressing. We sent to Garrison and telephoned 
to Cold Spring for the Doctor. He was out, but the 


office said they would tell him to come as soon af 


possible. 


Saturday, February 20th: 

Instead of coming yesterday morning, the Doctor did 
not arrive until about 2 P. M. I was walking the floo 
in my anxiety and going to the window to watch fo 
him a dozen times in half an hour when he did come, 
It was Dr. Giles’ young assistant, Dr. Clarke. She 
told him between her gasps, of the hypodermic tha 
Dr. Giles used to give her in similar attacks, and this 
he proceeded to administer. As he was doing so, she 
said, “Be careful, Doctor, the heart is very weak.” He 
seemed to relieve her and she sank slowly into a stupo. 

Three hours later we were just finishing Vespers. | 
lingered a moment to say a little prayer that Siste 


would have a youd night, when Sister Amelia, wh} 
had stopped uptsairs wit:: her, came hurrying dows 


to me in Chapel saying, “Mother, come quickly.” | 
hurried upstairs, but she had gone just as I reachei 
her. Words cannot express the surprise and the shod 


of my dear one’s death; it was utterly unexpected. Thi 


Doctor had said, “She will be all right by tomorrow’ 
I never thought her life was in danger, but was onl 
disturbed and distressed at her suffering. Yesterday 
morning she told me that she was offering up he 
agony of distressed breathing “for the conversion ¢ 
the Colored People of the South to the Catholic Rel: 
gion,” and she added that she was using as her ejaculé 
tion for that intention, “I worship Thee, sweet Will @ 
God.” 

It is difficult even now to write anything at all. Ia 
still numb and ill just from amazement and shock. 
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Just as Sister was going Florence Locke came to 
stop over Sunday, (now Sr. Mary Francis, S.A.). She 
came in the front door just as we realized yesterday 
that Sr. Mary Anna was gone. Lena Lloyd was also 
a help. She and Sr. Amelia prepared her dear body 
for its sleep. 


Sunday, February 21st: 

After Vespers today, our dear Sister was taken down 
to Chapel and we then recited Vespers of the Dead 
and later Matins and Lauds. 

Mrs. Walker and Mary, dear Sister’s Mother and 
Sister, came today. Edwin Baker and Elizabeth Daly, 
two tertiaries, arrived 
at Graymoor yesterday. 


Monday, 
22nd: 

The Requiem Mass 
in our Chapel this 
morning was unspeak- 
ably consoling. Our 
Lord gave me the 
strength to attend to 
everything and to sing. 
At 3 p. m., the burial 
service according to 
the Anglican rite took 
place in Saint John’s 
Church, after which the 
little procession, 
headed by Brother

Father. Then behind 
came our one Novice 
first, with our two little 
girls, Marie and Mir- 
iam, on either side, 
carrying lighted 
Then Sister;

Tuesday, February 23rd: 

Reverend Father, Florence and I walked up to the 
gtave this morning and by the mercy and tenderness of 
God I saw and heard there the first blue bird of the 
Spring! I cannot express the sense of relief and the 
loosening of the tension that came to me. I had dreaded

Thursday, March 4th: 

Father left today to 
keep his appointment 
with Cardinal Gibbons 
in Baltimore at 11 a. m. 
tomorrow. He goes to 
put before His Em- 
inence our aspirations 
and desires and those 
of the Pro-Roman or 
Anglo-Roman Party. A 
snow storm is in pro- 
gress. 


Friday, March 5th: 

Father returned this 
afternoon from Balti- 
more. The Cardinal 
was most kind. I doubt 
if he grasped the whole 
situation, but he did 
say: “If we had the 
Anglicans with us, we 
could conquer the 
world.” He advised 
Father not to take any 
definite steps toward 
submission until all his 
scruples as to Anglican 
Orders were removed. 
He also added that 
Father was doing a 
great work where he is. 
He was emphatic about 
the last. 

After his interview 
was completed, before 
he left the Cardinal’s 
residence his Secretary 
spoke to him, telling 
him that he ought to go 
to see the Papal Delegate. He probably was inspired 
to do this because the Papal Delegate was a Francis- 
can, and Father General had on his Franciscan habit. 


Tuesday, March 16th: 


Yesterday Father went to New York City to attend 
a meeting of the Executive Committee of the Anglo- 
Roman Union. 


Wednesday, March 17th, St. Patrick’s Day: 
Father returned last evening. The meeting was a 
lively one. Rev. Mr. Elmendorf, of Jersey City, tried 
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to vote into the Constitutions a Branch Theory clause 
to which Father and the laymen strenuously objected. 
Result—an emphatic debate between the two Reverend 
Fathers and an adjournment without completing the 
Constitutions. 


Wednesday, March 31st: 

I have been very ill, just escaped pneumonia. I 
still cough a great deal but temperature has dropped 
to about normal. 


Sunday, April 11th, Easter Day: 

Our Risen Lord came to me this morning. Notwith- 
standing the pain in my side, I was able to get down 
to Chapel to play hymns during Mass, for I knew it 
would not seem like Easter without a little music and 
not any one else can play. I had to return at once to 
bed. 


Monday, April 12th: 

Today is my birthday—my thirty-ninth. If only I 
grew in goodness as rapidly as I am growing in years! 
God lavishes everything upon me and it seems that I 
make so little return. The Sisters insisted upon a 
Birthday Cake and the children (Marie and Miriam) 
sang a Birthday song for me. 


Sunday, April 18th, Low Sunday: 
Am still ill. I have so missed Chapel and the Easter 
Hymns. A new pain in my side very severe. 


Monday, April 19th: 
Doctor Giles was telephoned for as I am in severe 
pain, pronounced it sciatica. 


Sunday, April 25th: 
I could not get downstairs to Chapel, but Our Dear 
Lord came upstairs to me. 


Monday, April 26th: 
The sciatica is nearly gone, and I hope soon to be 
up, thank God. 


Thursday, April 29th: 
A real snowstorm began about noon and is still keep- 
ing up. 


Sunday, May 16th: 

Vespers were early this P. M. Father took the 5:10 
train to New York City. He is on his way to Wilming- 
ton to see his Diocesan Bishop Kinsman who has writ- 
ten to him to come and see him and sent him the money 
for his carfare. Father has also an appointment to 
meet Monsignor Falconio, the Apostolic Delegate from 
Washington, who is en route for Rome. 


Tuesday, May 25th: 

Received check from Mrs. Edward Stevens of the 
Castle for $75.00 to pay the passage over from Eng- 
land of Sr. Mary Isabel, until lately a Religious of 
Malling Abbey or rather originally from there; recently 
she has been with Sr. Rosina and her little Franciscan 
Community. 


(This latter Community, sometime after the Corporate 
Reception of the Society of the Atonement into the Catho- 
lic Church, came over, six of them, to Graymoor and Mother 


Lurana received them at St. Francis House. Only om 
persevered in the S. A., viz., Sr. Theresa. Two went t 
the Missionary Sisters of St. Francis in Peekskill and three 
returned to England.) 


August 12th, St. Clare’s Day: 

Reverend Father left this afternoon for Washington, 
He has an appointed audience tomorrow with Hi; 
Excellency the Apostolic Delegate, Monsignor Falconio, 


Friday, August 13th: 

Father will meet the Apostolic Delegate at nine this 
morning. I went into Chapel at that hour and lighted 
a candle and prayed before Our Lady and St. Francis, 
May Our Lord show us His Will and not permit us or 
our holy Institute to miss the fulfillment of our great 
vocation. 


Saturday, August 14th: 

I saw Father upon his return. He had a very satis. 
factory interview with Monsignor and the latter ap. 
peared very sympathetic and comprehending. He lis 
tened to Father’s story of his vocation, the receiving 
of the name of the Society of the Atonement and oj 
its founding. He even told him of the meaning of my 
name — Lurana. The Apostolic Delegate, Monsignor 
Falconio, was especially touched when he discovered 
that Father carries with him (in a special pocket of his 
habit, of course he was wearing the latter) the Ruk 
of the Friars Minor given by St. Francis. This kindly 
attitude of mind toward the Anglican Son of Saim 
Francis, is partially explained by the fact that th 
Monsignor is himself a Friar Minor. Our Father was 
encouraged by this to go and consult him. 


Thursday, August 19th: 

Prof. Wager of Princeton, who is a guest at the 
Friary, and although a Protestant, a great lover of & 
Francis, posted for Father his letter to the Apostolic 
Delegate in which, as the latter suggested, Father put 
in writing his request that the Holy See would receive 
the Society of the Atonement into corporate union 
Father did so, as follows: 

(1) The acceptance of the Society of the Atonement 
in its entirety to submission and Catholic Communion. 
(2) The Confirmation of the Institute and Name. 

(3) Our reception as members of the Third Order 
of St. Francis. 

(4) The acceptance in trust for the Caput-et-Mater 
of the Society, of St. Francis House, Graymoor (which 
we call our Portiuncula) and of the adjoining Mount of 
the Atonement and St. Paul’s Friary. 

(5) The Commission of our members, both the 
Friars of the Atonement and the Sisters of the Atone- 
ment for the work (1) of reconciling sinners unto God 
through the Precious Blood of the Atonement; (2) the 
winning of Anglicans and other non-Papal Christiats 
to the obedience of St. Peter; (3) the Conversion of 
the heathen. 

Then followed a little profession of faith in which 
Father declared that we had already received th 
supernatural gift of Faith in every dogma of the Cathe 
lic and Roman Church and that we abhor all heresy, 
which she abhors, especially modernism.

The Text of a Broadcast from Graymoor by Very Rev. Paul James Francis, S.A., 
March 5th, 1939 


My Friends: 
We are no longer fatherless. 
Pore Pius XII HAs succEEDED Pope Pius XI 
IN THE CHAIR OF PETER AS THE 262ND 


SHEPHERD TO RULE THE UNIVERSAL 
FLock oF CHrISsT. 


According to the prophecy of St. Malachy he is the 
Pastor Angelicus, Angelic Shepherd. And there is 
much in his life and brilliant career as a Churchman 
until now to justify this title. Arnaldo Cortesi, a 
Roman Correspondent for the American Press, wrote 
of him a year ago: 

“He is today as he always has been, one of the 
humblest and most 
modest of men 
imaginable. Hum- 
bleness and mod- 
esty, indeed, are 
his distinguished 
characteristics. He 
is in the best and 
finest sense of the 
word a true priest 
and his personal 
piety, his goodness 
and his honesty, in 
the exercise of his 
priestly duties are 
by-words in Rome.” 


An aristocrat to 
his finger tips, he 
is the soul of cour- 
tesy and gentle- 
ness, qualities that 
will make him 
shine in the office 
of Chief Shepherd 
of Christendom as 
the Angelic Pastor. 


In our Broadcast 
two Sundays ago 
we referred to a 
certain Monk of Padua, who lived about 200 years 
ago, as having gone one better than St. Malachy in 
NAMING ahead of time the Roman Pontiffs but, I am 
sorry to confess that he missed it this time, for, instead 
of taking the name of “Gregory XVII,” Eugenio Pacelli, 
walking in the footsteps of his Papal Predecessor, has 
assumed the name of Pius XII. We take some slight 


consolation, however, in the statement of a Roman 
ecclesiastic, who says: 

“For the first time since 1073, when the Friar Hilde- 
brand became Pope Gregory VIi, a Papal Secretary 
was elevated to the supreme post in the gift of the 
Church, but the Prelate the Cardinals chose for this 





Pope Pius XII, when as Papal Secretary of State he visited Washington 
and received the homage of Catholic University Students. Brother 
Edmund, S.A., stands beside him. 


honor is one who in great measure reverts to the tradi- 
tions of beloved Gregory VII., for both, prior to be- 
coming Pope, spent the greater part of their lives as 
diplomats and emissaries of the Church. Like Gre- 
gory, Pope Pius XII is a churchman to whom the real- 
ities of international politics are no strangers.” 

According to the Paduan Monk, the present Pope 
will “travel widely among his people, studying their 
needs, conquering all his enemies.” 

Certainly before his elevation to the Chair of Peter 
His Holiness did travel extensively not only in the 
European world, but in the New World also for he 
visited South America as Papal Legate to the Eucha- 
ristic Congress at Buenos Aires in 1934. Also he is 
the first Pope that 
ever set foot in 
North America, 
and when he did in 
1936, he certainly 
covered the coun- 
try from coast to 
coast in record- 
breaking time. 
Motor cars and ex- 
press trains were 
too slow for the 
Papal Secretary of 
State. He took to 
the air and flew 
8,000 miles in six 
days. Neither was 
it his first expe- 
rience in an _ air- 
plane. He had 
flown much in Eu- 
rope. While mak- 
ing his American 
tour he carried a 
portable typewriter 
with him and pre- 
pared speeches and 
wrote letters while 
flying long dis- 
tances. “It is the 
only way of getting about,” he is quoted as saying.

it cost Germany many sacrifices. Writing of this inter. 
view in his “Memoirs”, the ex-Kaiser said: 

“Pacelli is a distinguished and likable man of high 
intelligence and excellent manners, the perfect pattem 
of an eminent Prelate of the Catholic Church.” 

While the World War lasted Msgr. Pacelli continued 
his efforts for peace. Neither did he flinch through fea 
in the very face of machine guns. It was during the 
revolution that followed the war that a group o 
Spartacists, pistols in hand, invaded the Nuncio.

He was sent on April 20, 1917, 
to Munich as Apostolic Nuncio. The envoy arrived 


in May and in the month of June he had a conversation 
with the German Chancellor on Germany’s war aims. 
On July 17th of the same year the Papal Nuncio was 
ordered to proceed from Munich to Berlin to approach 
Kaiser Wilheim. He bore a letter from the Pontiff, 
urging the: Kaiser to: do everything for peace, even if 


Republic. As such he 
played a prominent role as conciliator and as spokes 
man for the chiefs of all foreign missions. He became 
a close friend of Chancellor Bruening during the te 
years of the Republic. 

After the Hitler regime came into power he was the 
negotiator of another Concordat for the Holy See, he, 
meantime, having become Cardinal. All this prepared 
the way for his selection by Pope Pius XI after the 
latter’s coronation, to serve as Papal Secretary 0 
State, in which office he continued his unremitting 
efforts in peace negotiations and also took a leading 
part in the conference that culminated in the great 
Lateran Agreement which established peace betwee 
the Church and the State in Italy, after almost hal 
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a century of estrangement. 
May he prove as Sovereign 
Pontiff, the great Peace Pope 
of the Twentieth Century, 
answering, as God's Vice- 
gerent, the dying prayer of 
the late great Pontiff Pius XI. 
for PEACE.

In the passing to eternal life of Most Reverend 
Joseph H. Conroy, Bishop of Ogdensburg, New York, 
on March 20, the Church in America has lost a saintly 
prelate who leaves to posterity a record of nearly 
fifty-eight years of valiant labor in the service of God.

Seminary, Troy, N. Y. 

The Most Rev. Henry Gabriels, who became Bishop 
of Ogdensburg in 
1891, was president 
of St. Joseph's 
Seminary when 
Joseph Conroy was 
a student there 
Having had ample 
opportunity te 
study the young 
man as a _ student 
and later as a 
priest of his dio 
cese, he appointed 
him rector of the 
Cathedral at Og 
densburg, though 
Father Conroy was 
but twenty-four 
years old at that 
time. He was also 
named as a dioce- 
san consultor, and 
four years later be. 
came Vicar Gen 
eral. 

The Holy See, in 
recognition of his 
personal worth and 
attainments raised 
him in 1895 to the 
rank of a Domestic 
Prelate with the 
title of Right Rev- 
erend Monsignor. 
In May, 1912, Mor 
signor Conroy was 
consecrated Auxil 
iary Bishop of Og 
densburg with th 
right of successiot 
and on the death of 
Bishop Gabriels in 1921, he became head of tht 
diocese. 

He increased during his administration the number 
of churches and chapels to 215 and also a diocesa! 
seminary for young men called to the priesthood. —

Wuy No Protest AGAINST THE SLAUGHTER OF

the President of the United States was quick to voice

I know, moreover, that you have been directly, sufficiently 
and reliably informed of the truth of my allegations from 
the fact that I was to a certain extent instrumental in the 
transmission to you of the relative evidence. 

And yet you anathematize the breaking of plate-glass, 
the ravaging of shops and goods, the renewal of Jew-baiting, 
all small, if deplorable, things compared to the happenings 
in Spain, when you have not shown even a perfunctory dis- 
approval of the killing of hundreds of thousands whose 
co-religionists in your country number, not two-million, as 
in the case of the Jews, but eighteen-million among the best 
citizens of the United States. 

You will probably have been told that the Spanish Na- 
tionalists are as guilty of crime as their opponents. This 
is a falsehood. From the first moment of General Franco's 
glorious movement of liberation all persons aceused of the 
atrocities I have mentioned have been judged by properly 
constituted Courts and given means of defense, 
although richly deserving the methods associated with the 
names of Judge Lynch and the Ku Klux Klan, which are 
unknown in Spain. Between those so punished and those 
who apply the existing laws of Spain to them there is the 
same difference as between a U. S. Judge and the gangster 
he condemns. 

I have no special qualification for thus addressing you. 
I am merely one of General Franco’s faithful followers, but 
I am convinced that I voice the sentiments of millions of 
Spaniards; in fact, of every decent man and woman in 
Spain, the land whence the Cross and civilization were 
brought to America.

FRANCO THE MAN 


Of General Franco, the Man, and the future of Spain 
as planned by him, we are privileged by the courtesy 
of the Editor of the New York Herald Tribune to quote 
from timely and well-informed letters from Spain pub- 
lished in that newspaper from the pen of Mr. Robert 
Davis of the Department of History, Middlebury Col- 
lege, Vermont. In one letter he writes: 

“These Spaniards may lack certain items like cotton, 
gasoline and the like, but one thing they do possess, 
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and that is a leader. The visitor is not inside the 
frontier twenty-four hours before he is aware that 
somewhere a moral powerhouse is in high-speed opera- 
tion. They have pamphlets entitled ‘Palabras de] 
Caudillo’ (‘Words of the Leader’), which are studied 
as men farther east study the Talmud and the Koran, 
His personality pervades the country, as a strong head 
master will sometimes set the tone of his school. .., 

“If his sole task since 1936 had been the winning of 
the war it would have been relatively simple. But he 
has had a double job. He has been the chief of a civil 
government as well as the commander of an army. And 
as between the two duties, those as head of the State 
have always taken precedence. While conducting 
military undertakings he has also been devising the 
nation’s rehabilitation in post-war times. 


PREPARING FOR SPAIN’S REHABILITATION 


Franco has been criticized for not bringing his war 
to an earlier conclusion. But he was balancing his two 
obligations as the head of the state and as the military 
operator. As head of the State he knew what he was 
about. The time element was fighting in his favor. His 
plan was to waste hours rather than to waste lives, 
He made it a war of sieges. He allowed the men of 
the opposing army ample time to ripen their ideas, 
He let the citizens of the Spanish Republic become 
thoroughly fed up with Bolshevik theory and practice. 
And the fact that he was able to enter Barcelona unop- 
posed and that the republican-Red army would not 
even make a stand at the French border goes far to 
justify his policy of patience. 

“It should be emphasized, no less, that during the 
months of seeming inaction, while overseas com- 
mentators were fuming: ‘Why don’t the Spaniards 
finish up their war?’ the Caudillo, within the territory 
under his control, was organizing a regime of justice 
and prosperity which is today a smooth-running piece 
of administrative machinery. Trains run on schedule, 
wages are good, prices reasonable, taxes moderate, 
upkeep of roads and buildings is excellent, and no 
essential to comfort is absent. 

“The twin, but distinct, functions of the Caudillo 
must still be kept in mind by Americans who wish to 
understand the pending reforms in Spanish labor, busi- 
ness and government. Hitherto, our attention has beer 
fixed upon the war. Hereafter, the capitai theme will 
be reconstruction. Much of coe soc‘a! fabric of old 
Spain has been destreyed. Much that was obsolete 
will never be rebuilt. For Spain has moved out of 
one era and into another. The reconst uction is not 
potential; it is actual. Thirty months of conflict have 
introduced an epoch of transformation that may well 
be as important for the laboring and mercantile people 
of Spain as was the Puritan Interregnum for middle- 
class England, and the French Revolution for the Third 
Estate. 


THE PripE AND Hope OF THE FUTURE 


“Franco was recently walking in a village. He 
pointed to children at play in an empty wagon, and to 
women at work in the public washhouse. ‘For people 
like those I will make an enduring and a happy peace; 
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I do not want to dominate, but to convince; to convert 
them, to win their hearts. We shall not hesitate to sup- 
press the hidebound conservative just as we shall expel 
the communist and anarchist.’ 


FraNnco’s SOCIAL PLATFORM 


“The social platform which the Phalanx has elabo- 
rated is formidable. In Spain, however, it may be 
attended with less heartbreak, less opposition, than 
elsewhere, for the builders will have no need to destroy 
existing structures. They have untenanted ground to 
build upon. Their experiments will be fresh and un- 
precedented. Even so, some one on the job will need 
to exercise a monumental will, courage and tenacity. 
It appears to be the overwhelming desire of his fellow- 
countrymen that the Caudillo continue to be the direct- 
ing mind, in peace as he has been in war. If he accepts, 
it looks to me like a more than fair bet that he will win 
out. Three factors of unquestioned strength are in 
his favor. 

“(1) His own record. Integrity and reasonableness, 
are words that well describe him. No breath of scandal, 
personal or business, has ever touched him. He is 
poor, careful of money; has always lived within his 
staff officer’s pay. His handling of Nationalist 
finances and currency, without a metal cover, capital 
levy or extraordinary taxation borders on sorcery. The 
Franco peseta is worth four French francs. He lives 
in Spartan frugality with his wife and fifteen-year-old 
daughter. He’s just the right age for the job—forty- 
six, in prime health, not a worrier. 

“He is kindly, has a sense of humor, is sympathetic 
with suffering but not sentimental; has his feet on the 
solid earth all the time. So far as known, an even- 
handed justice and good judgment have marked him 
in every situation to date. Important: some first-flight 
young executives have come into prominence during 
the war; they will all work for Franco. Best of all, 
the attitude of the public: the sheep have found a 
shepherd and they trust him. 

“(2) Spain’s economic position can support social 
security experiments.- She is not in an impasse with 
Germany and Italy, where, with poor soil and over- 
population, it is a fight to eat. Spain can produce and 
manufacture what she needs, save cotton and petro- 
leum. And with her ample surplus of iron, coal, cop- 
per, quicksilver, fats, fruit for export, she should have 
an extremely favorable balance of trade. She is twice 
as big as Italy and has half the population; is larger 
than Germany and has less than a third of the latter’s 
population. To live comfortably she has no need of a 
tightknit Fascist regimentation. 


THE New UNitTy oF SPAIN 


“(3) There is a new cooperation between the regions 
and between the social classes. In the old Spain the 
provinces regarded one another with bitterness; it was 
impossible to unite them in a common project. The 
upper and lower classes were strangers to one another. 
There was no common denominator, either geograph- 
ically or psychologically. But the warm-hearted appeal 
of General Franco for the nation to get together has 
had a powerful effect. More potent have been the war 
experiences. Men who suffer together learn to think 
and feel in unison. The tribute which the generalissimo 
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has paid to the striplings of his combat troops should 
become a classic, if it can be properly translated into 


foreign tongues. Behind his spoken lines one reads 
the cessation of feuds, the fusion of classes, in the 
Spain of tomorrow. 

“Have you seen the youth of my Spain? It is they 
who have won the war. Many times they felt them- 
selves useless boys. They had no knowledge of the 
old, unconquerable virtues which had been bequeathed 
to them by imperial Spain. They had no native land. 
They were orphans who knew not their family hearth. 
But this whole people has been purified by heroism. 
We have found ourselves, we have grown great through 
sacrifice of self. These children who have not yet 
twenty years are becoming magnificent, they have 
lived through everything, they are equal to making the 
apostle of a fresh Spanish culture around the globe. 
In the trenches our young nobility, by the thousands 
have been heroic. A national unity has been cemented 
on the battlefield.

EXEMPLIFYING THE CHARITY OF CHRIST 


In a second letter Mr. Davis pays a meed of tribute 
to the “Charity of Christ” so beautifully exemplified 
by the religious orders to the “Reds” notwithstand- 
ing the terrible sufferings visited upon them in other 
days by these same enemies. “There is,” says Mr. 
Davis, “one aspect of Spain’s religion the beauty of 
which never withers nor loses its other-worldly essence. 
I refer to the Sisters of the Church orders. One of 
the unforgiveable facts of the just-closing war is that 
fifteen thousand of these devoted women have met 
violent and often hideous death. Undeterred, those 
who survive maintain their serene routine, aiding the 
lame to walk, the unclean to purity, the hungry to food. 
I lately stood at the door of a convent. Down the road 
and out of view around the corner stretched a line of 
men, remnants of an army in defeat. Within the 
cloister, upon the benches once occupied by the parish 
school, sat men, a bowl of soup in one hand and a 
square of bread in the other. A smooth-cheeked nun 
acted as doorkeeper, letting new diners pass inside as 
fast as seats became empty. 

“She had a sign language with the kitchen across 
the courtyard. As fresh detachments of stragglers 
joined her in line she would flourish her handkerchief. 
I think that she was saying, ‘Throw in another sack of 
beans, Sister Agatha.” Asking no questions, requiring 
no passport to the hospitality except the misery of a 
fellow human creature, these women were offering 
comfort to men who had wilfully brought death to 
other sisters of their order. 

“Before my eyes was a height and a depth of charity 
that makes words feeble. Theirs is the living body 
of forgiveness. Theirs is the soul of the universal reli- 
gion that, please God, shall never forsake mankind.” 

All Catholics, indeed all fair minded Christians of 
every sect, can well agree that General Franco accom- 
plished the seemingly impossible in restoring Spain to 
the Spaniards, and prevented a Soviet Peninsula in 
Western Europe, for the war in Spain has preserved 
Christian civilization.

AMID SCENES OF SURPASSING BEAUTY, IN THE GREAT- 
EST CHURCH OF CHRISTENDOM, WERE ENACTED THIS 
MORNING THE CEREMONIES OF CORONATION OF THE NEW 
Hoty FATHER OF THE CATHOLIC CHURCH. 

Ancient and inspiring symbols expressed the faith 
of millions of worshippers throughout the world, the 
faith of millions who have gone before, and the faith 
that will be passed on to the millions yet unborn. A 
new link was added to the unbroken chain of succes- 
sion, the chain which started with St. Peter and which 
will continue to the end of time. And Our Lord’s per- 
sonal representative, His Vicar on earth, was set be- 
fore all men as the leader in the never ending con- 
flict of good with evil. 

The coronation of the Holy Father thus reminds us 
of Christian Unity, of the Unity in which we ail 
instinctively believe and which we all regret has been 
at least temporarily lost. The observation is heard, 
over and over again repeated, that it is very unfortu- 
nate that the Churches and all Christian people cannot 
come together and forget their differences. We believe 
in the same God; we believe in Our Divine Lord and 
Saviour, Jesus Christ. Our motives and intentions are 
equally good. Surely, then, there must be some pro- 
cedure by which we could be unified. 

Our Lorp HIMSELF POINTED THE WAY. THERE 
SHALL BE ONE Fotp, HE DECLARED, AND ONE SHEP- 
HERD. 

He prayed that His followers would be one. He 


warned them against wolves in sheep’s clothing who 
would seek to divide and scatter the flock. He made 
it clear that He established but one Church, whose of- 
ficials He so clearly marked that they could be readily 
recognized. He instructed them to carry the faith to 
the people of all nations, to all without exception. He 
intended His followers to be above differences of race, 
nationality, and geography, to be one throughout the 
world, one in faith, one in religious government, and 
one in the means of sanctification. 

These facts are taken from the Bible, as no doubt 
you know. But, for some reason or other, it seems to 
be easy to disagree about the Bible. To refer to it 
means usually to disagree about it. There is always 
the possibility of finding some qualification or some 
different interpretation. It-is always possible, there- 
fore, to find some excuse for maintaining the unfortu- 
nate divisions and separations. So it is that, even 
though Our Lord’s words are clear and commanding, 
the ideal Christian Unity is still beyond us. 

It is precisely at this point that we note how the 
admonitions of the Bible are being supplemented by 
the experiences of life. Present day efforts to save 
Christian civilization may force us into unity. The 
lesson which we are unwilling to learn from God we 
may learn from our own failures.

Thanks to modern transportation, to the cable and 
telephone, and above all to the very instrument over 
which I speak to you at this moment, it is now possible 
to disseminate information throughout the whole 
world within a very short time. It is correspondingly 
more and more difficult for the people and govern- 
ment of a particular country to remain indifferent to 
the sentiments of the people and governments of other 
countries. 

This brings us to a consideration of the methods 
used by the Church. She does not possess armies and 
navies and police forces. 
These are the equipment of 
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people was stiffened and they became less submissive 
to their tyrannical rulers. For reasons which need not 
be discussed, however, the Pope was not given whole- 
hearted support by the Christian people of other coun- 
tries. They remained somewhat indifferent and even 
critical. And it is precisely for this reason that nothing 
more has been accomplished. 


ITALIAN PACT ESTABLISHED 


A more successful defense of Christianity was that 
made by the Pope in Italy in 1931. You will recall the 
dispute which arose at the time between the Church 
and the government. It seems that the government sus- 
pected Catholic lay organizations of being engaged in 
politics and, in consequence, it legislated against them. 
Some very unpleasant episodes occurred, and the rela- 
tions between the State and the Church were strained 
almost to the breaking point. The Pope carried the 
dispute into the arena of world opinion. He wrote an 
emphatic Encyclical and had 
it published generally. The 





nations. The Church does not 
need them. Her weapons of 
defense are spiritual. She 
prays to God for His super- 
natural help, and she appeals 
to the consciences of men. 
She reminds them of the prin- 
ciples of justice and exhorts 
them to be fair. She arouses 
the sentiments of people 
throughout the world, as well 
as she can, in the hope even- 
tually of influencing those 
who seek to harm her. 

Such being the case, we 
can understand at once why 
unity is so much to be de- 
sired.

effect was immediate in both 
Italy and other countries. The 
Italian government expressed 
a desire for a friendly settle- 
ment; so also did the Pope. 
An understanding was quickly 
reached and the problem was 
solved. In fairness to the 
Italian government, it must be 
noted that the agreement has 
been faithfully respected. 


Russian COMMUNISM 


The experience of the 
Church with Russian Com- 
munism, on the other hand, 
has been quite different. The 
Pope has spoken out with ut- 
most severity about the sin- 
fulness of Communism and 








confused leadership, there can 
be no concerted action. 


SEPARATE AND DESTROY 


You understand at once, without any explanation 
from me, how much Christianity is weakened in the 
opinion of her enemies when Christians quarrel among 
themselves. You can imagine some of the modern 
tyrants noting with satisfaction the disunion among 
their Christian subjects. “Separate and destroy” is 
as useful to them as to anyone else. 

A few years ago, to illustrate the method of the 
Church, religion was being subjected to a very severe 
persecution by the government of Mexico. In saying 
that I do not mean to imply that the persecution has 
now come to an end, all that can be said is that to 
some extent it has relaxed. The only weapon of the 
Church was publicity. The Pope in Rome, with the 
facts before him, proclaimed them to the world. In 
vigorous terms he voiced his protest. Undoubtedly 
his words had some effect. The morale of the Mexican 






its crimes against God and 
man. To these protests, how- 
ever, the Communist rulers have remained indifferent. 
And the reason is clear; there is very little sentiment 
for the Pope among the Russian Christians. It is not 
my purpose now or at any other time to criticize the 
leaders or members of any other religion. I recognize 
their honesty and good intentions. And if I speak of 
the Russian Christians it is not to criticize, it is merely 
to point to a lesson which should be learned. Unfortu- 
nately, so it seems to me, unfortunately for the world 
and most of all for the Russian Christians themselves, 
they have not been taught to regard the Pope as their 
leader. They are not a part of the organization over 
which he presides. They feel no loyalty to him. They 
do not feel bound to follow his leadership. Conse- 
quently, when he speaks in their behalf and against 
the tyranny of their government, his appeals meet with 
little response, a fact which no doubt is fully under- 
stood by the Soviet officials. 


From these experiences and from the others which 
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have followed one by one through the past nineteen 
centuries, experiences of success and failure, we can 
draw some interesting conclusions. It appedrs that the 
Church can succeed in her fight against a tyrannical 
civil government when a considerable portion of the 
people of the country affected is loyal to the Pope, 
and when, furthermore, people in other countries 
respond favorably and sympathetically to the Pope’s 
appeal. When either of these factors is wanting, the 
Pope’s efforts on behalf of human rights and religious 
freedom are likely to be frustrated by the ruthless 
use of physical force. 


THE Lesson is UNITY 


The lesson thus is clearly one of Unity, unity of 
the Christian people with their leader. — Ideally, this 
unity should be a corporate one, in which all Chris- 


tians worship before the same altars, recite the same 
creed, and acknowledge religious government from 
the same ruler, the Vicar appointed for them by Our 
Divine Lord. Let us hope, for the sake of human 


souls and civilization itself, that before many more 


generations have passed this unity may become an 


accomplished fact. And it may be that nothing less 


than this corporate unity will save us. 

In the meantime, however, it is helpful for all Chris. 
tians everywhere to show honor and give their moral 
support to the Pope. And this very thing, as a matter 
of fact, is being done more and more universally and 
enthusiastically. As you are no doubt aware, Pope 
Pius XII., on this, his coronation day, carries with 
him the hopes, the good wishes, the loyalty, and the 
prayers of all Christian everywhere, more so than has 
any of his predecessors for many centuries. This is 
the one hopeful sign of the times. For what it 
promises, we can indeed be grateful.

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“A GRIM POSSIBILITY” 
Despite Hitler’s roaring against Communism, the 


Soviet and the Nazis have some basic things in com- 


mon. Both are enemies of Christianity and foes of 
human liberty. Keen observers expect to see them 
fight together instead of against each other some day. 
This view receives some color from Stalin’s recent 
charge that Western Powers seek to embroil Berlin and 
Moscow. Was that statement a friendly gesture to- 
ward the Nazis? Of course, Stalin’s charge may not 
be without some reason. A war between Russia and 
Germany would weaken both and thus aid other 
imperialistic Powers.—Michigan Catholic. 


“COMMUNISM IN RUSSIA A FAILURE” 


The absolute dictatorship which Stalin has estab- 
lished in Soviet Russia, has been attained by most ef- 
fective propaganda and complete control of the press, 
particularly news from abroad, General Abelardo L. 
Rodriguez, former President of Mexico, declares in a 
series of articles published in El Universal, Mexico 
City newspaper, under the title, “Notes on My Visit 
to Russia.” 

Humanity has not made any advance through the 
experiment in Communism in Soviet Russia, General 
Rodriguez declares. Communism has collapsed and 
of Communism and Socialism in Russia only theories 
remain, he says. Italian Communism, he asserts, 
brought about Fascism; Communism in Germany 
brought Nazism; in Spain it resulted in destruction and 
the shedding of the blood of the valiant and innocent; 
in France it has caused confusion. 


“MARCHING FOR RELIGION, FREEDOM 
AND JUSTICE” 

New Yorkers have watched with sympathetic interest 
many and many a St. Patrick’s Day parade, says the 
New York Times of ‘March 17th. The kindly folk in 
it and on the sidewalks will seem kindlier in a world 
so much of which is hostile to what most of us believe 
and hope. Yet in such a world today’s march has a 
profound significance. Here is a great religious pro- 
cession in honor of a saint who died almost 1,500 years 
ago. He converted the heathen. He stood up manfully 
against arrogant kings. He brought Ireland to civi- 
lization and Christianity. He was “a stranger and exile 
for the love of God.” In these days the phrase is 
touched with a deeper sadness and seems con- 
temporary. 

Religion and civilization are now under daily attack 
by the new heathen. St. Patrick was a captive and a 
bondsman. Now nations are captured overnight; made 











slaves of the armed remorseless state, whose own 
citizens are little more. These men, women and chil- 
dren are marching for religion, freedom, justice, hu- 
manity, against the pinchbeck tyrants of the hour. 
They defend the ancient pieties; and most of us march 
in heart with them. So today it is not of energy, “wit, 
eloquence and poesy,” material or intellectual success

or genius for political life that we think, but of unity 
in clinging to our spiritual, moral and political heritage. 


“PERNICIOUS NONSENSE” 

The Washington Post repudiates Earl Browder’s 
plan of an alliance of the United States and Soviet 
Russia by saying that “since Communism is a disease 
which breeds the fever of Fascism, all suggestions of 
an alliance with Communism in opposition to Fascism 
are, in restrained language, pernicious nonsense.” The 
disaster which always follows such relations are 
demonstrated, says The Post, by the plight of Soviet 
Russia’s three most recent allies, Czechoslovakia, China 
and Loyalist Spain. 


“RELIGION AND DEMOCRACY” 

Commenting on the recent declaration of President 
Roosevelt on the connection between religion and 
democracy, Walter Lippmann, the well-known writer 
says: 

“In the popular philosophy which comes down to 
us from the eighteenth century it was, on the -whole, 
assumed that religion and patriotism were opposed to 
freedom and democracy. This has always been the 
Communist doctrine. But outside the Communists, 
among the advanced progressives in all countries, 
though this belief has not been formulated as a doc- 
trine, it has existed as a controlling prejudice; thus 
until very recently the progressive democrat was almost 
invariably a pacifist in favor of disarmament, an inter- 
nationalist who distrusted national patriotism, and a 
tolerator of religion who in his heart believed thai 
science would supplant it. 

“The experience of the last twenty years has dis- 
closed the fatal weakness of this philosophy. For it 
has been demonstrated first in central Europe and then 
in the democracies of western Europe, that to dis- 
sociate free institutions from religion and patriotism 
is to render them unworkable, and, in the last analysis, 
defenseless. It has been shown that the final resist- 
ance to tyranny in all the totalitarian regimes has been 
made not by the Communist parties, for they have 
gone over almost as a body into the cohorts of the 
dictators, and not by the progressive democrats, for 
they have acquiesced, but by devoutly religious church- 
men who alone had a conviction which made them say 
that resistance to tyranny is obedience to God. 

“It has been shown that the theologians of the 
churches were more discerning than the unbelieving 
liberals when they fixed their attention upon the anti- 
religious character of Communism and then upon the 
anti-religious character of Fascism as the root of the 
evil in those two revolutionary movements. For it has 
been the assault on the religious tradition of the west 
which has disarmed men in their resistance to tyranny; 
the regimented, collectivized masses of humanity are 
composed of individuals who have been stripped of 
the conviction that they are persons, not by grace of the 
omnipotent state but because they are made in the 
image of God. 

“And so this message expresses a philosophy, as new 
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to the President as it is new to the world that heard 
it, a philosophy which formulate’ in outline the posi- 
tive answer of the west to the forces which threaten 
to destroy the western world. One would greatly 
underestimate its significance in thinking of it only as 
a response to the challenge of Nazism. It is in a much 
more important sense a response to those forces of 
moral disintegration which Communism, Fascism and 
Nazism inherit and exploit.” 


“BIRTH CONTROL THE ROOT OF NATIONAL 
DESTRUCTION” 


Addressing the fourth general session of the Ameri- 
can Association of School Administrators in Cleveland 
a few weeks ago, Mary B. McAndrew, Superintendent 
of Schools at Carbondale, Pa., expressed the opinion 
that the falling birth rate in the United States is a 
matter school administrators should consider well in 
playing their part in preparing for the task of preserv- 
ing and perfecting modern civilization. She said 
“advocates of family limitation have lost sight of the 
appalling cost of birth control to society,” adding that 
“if family limitation continues, our civilization faces 
an appalling economic burden of old people in the 
population. Birth control propaganda, its baleful 
whisper deepening, creeping upon hearts weakened by 
adversity or shallow from worldliness, is falling upon 
the home and banishing its integrity. What America 
needs is the good old-fashioned home that in spite of 
restricted income stands for the highest type of con- 
jugal union, a home where fidelity and equality of 
obligation are partners, a home in sympathy with the 
natural law, the procreation of children, a home that 
rears women in dignity, respect and authority by teach- 
ing the sacredness of motherhood.” Miss McAndrew 
said, “we cannot confine ourselves to mere temporal 
ends and survive. The home must have religion and 
if it has, society will survive and some of our newer 
economic problems will vanish.” 

Apropos of the above the French periodical L’Union 
Catholique, in an article entitled, “Living France and 
Dying France,” says: 

“In 1868, France’s births numbered 1,034,000; in 
1913 they had dropped to 790,000; in 1936 to 630,000. 
In 1935 the number of deaths exceeded the number of 
births by seventeen thousand, and in 1936 by twelve 
thousand. A country that numbers, every year, morc 
graves than cradles is a dying country. The Code, 
the economic conditions, are certainly contributory 
causes, but the evil lies deeper, which financial 
remedies will hardy reach. Puech, a former Radical 
Minister, once declared: ‘We should need one of those 
powerful moral forces, such as used to be available in 
olden times, to help us in swimming against the cur- 
rent, but the scourge of modern scepticism has de- 
stroyed nearly all of them’. And Clemenceau: ‘The 
raising of our birth-rate is hopeless without moral 
reform.’ 

“And note France’s area of low natality. For there 
are two Frances: the France that lives and the France 
that dies. The France that lives: Normandy, Maine, 


Brittany and Vendee, Pas-de-Calais and the North, 
Alsatia, Lorraine and the western departments, Savoy, 
Lozere and Cantal, the Basque country and Corsica. 
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These are the areas that remained Christian and they 
are holding their own. 

“Gustave Herve wrote the following lines in 1924 
when he was still a free-thinker, though he has joined 
the Catholic Church since: ‘That there exists a close 
connection between the relaxing of the religious creed 
and the ravages of depopulation, none but the blind 
will deny. It makes us, Republican free-thinkers, fee! 
uncomfortable to discover that for a period of a hun. 
dred and fifty years our elders, brave patriots though 
they were, have taken the wrong turn on a funda. 
mental point, and that their free-thought is murdering 
our country. Does our pride rebel against the thought? 
And yet, is it not better to have the courage to own 
up to such a fundamental mistake than to go on empty. 
ing and assassinating France?’ 

“By sapping the religious faith, laicization has only 
succeeded in breaking in the souls the essential springs 
of the birth-rate: respect for the divine law, the cour. 
age to sacrifice one’s comforts to one’s duties, the 
sense of the greatness of parenthood. 

“Another free-thinker, the Deputy Maurice Allard: 
“You have, by killing God, swept away all morality .., 
Make no secret about it. I am ready to confess it: 
Once God is killed, there is no longer any duty.’ 

“France has twelve thousand parishes without a 
priest, and a country that lets its priesthood die out 
is a country that is committing suicide.”

Dear Members and Friends of the Holy Childhood 
Association: 

The Resurrection of Christ is the mainspring of the 
Catholic Faith. For, if Jesus had not risen from the 
dead the third day after His death, fragile, indeed, 
would have been the edifice of Christianity built upon 
the Rock-of-Peter. 

As if in corroboration of the words of St. Paul to the 
Corinthians, as quoted above, as if to substantiate by 
His own lips the truth of His Resurrection and the 
importance of its relation to His Divinity, Our Lord 
says to St. John in the Apocalypse (I. 18-18) : “I am the 
First and the Last, and ALIvE, and was DEAD, and be- 
hold I am LIVING FOREVER AND EVER, and have the KEYS 
OF DEATH AND HELL.” 

In China, India and parts of Africa, infant mortality 
is estimated at 70%; that is, only thirty per cent of 
all children who are born pass to womanhood and man- 
hood. Who is able to follow the vagaries of the pagan 
mind, which, for various reasons known only to itself, 
casts off every day thousands of its offspring to die a 
lingering death? Often, very often, infants are put to 
death. In certain sections where the killing of babies

is a more or less common practice, the Missionaries 
engage trustworthy natives to gather in the harvest of 
tiny castaways. Sisters try to gain access to sick chil- 
dren and frequently baptize those that are dying. 

One half million children are rescued on an average 
yearly from the bondage of paganism and through the 
waters of Baptism resurrected to the life of the Lord 
through the efforts of the Holy Childhood Association, 
To assist the Missionaries in their work and enable 
them to care for these infants snatched from an 
untimely death or left on their hands, our Pagan baby 
friends and benefactors are wont to make an offering 
of five dollars. This offering enables them to be god- 
parents for the little infant and allows them to select 
the name it shall receive in Baptism. They are credited 
with making these unfortunates children of God 
through Baptism. If the children die, their benefactors 
have a faithful intercessor in heaven. If they live, 
their benefactors share in all the good that is accom- 
plished. 

In a recent letter from Sr. Clementia at Tsinan, she 
says: “It seems as though our dear Lord wanted to 
show us that He does take care of His poor little unfor- 
tunates, for just at the time your nice donation reached 
us, four little abandoned children were brought to us 
and we were happy to be able to receive them and at 
the same time find kind benefactors to help support 
them! 

“When these poor little ones are brought to us, it 
just breaks one’s heart to see how they are wrapped in 
only a few rags and have been picked up in the ravine 
in this bitter cold weather nearly half dead. Three of 
them are from a very poor family and they too were 
at the point of abandoning their babies, but a kind lady 
overheard them, said she would find a place for them 
and brought them to us. 

“Our hospital and dispensaries are kept busy all the 
time with all kinds of sicknesses. Some get better and 
some we have the great privilege to instruct and open 
the gates of Heaven to them by the saving waters of 
Baptism. Often times one can see the hand of God in 
it and the thought comes that surely some prayers have 
been said for the salvation of this soul. . . . May God 
bless and reward you a thousand times and be assured 
of a daily memento in our prayers!” 

It is because of the Risen Lord that our missionaries, 
Religious and Lay, carry on this stupendous work fot 
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the redemption of Pagan souls, that they may share in 
His Kingdom on earth and complete union with Him 
in that Heavenly Jerusalem of which He speaks in the 
assurance given us before His Ascension: “You believe 
in God, believe also in Me. In My Father’s house there 
are many mansions. If not, | would have told you, 
that I go to prepare a place for you. And if I shall go 
and prepare a place for you: | will come again, and 
will take you to Myself, that where I am, you also 
may be.”

Pope Pius XI. and the Third Order 


Pope Pius XI will go down in history as a great 
Pope, some are now saying the greatest since Innocent 
III. He was great because, living in a period very 
trying for the Church, a period during which the entire 
world was rapidly undergoing changes of all kinds, he 
understood the times clearly and acted intelligently. 
He was guided by the highest motives and he raised 
the Papacy to new heights of glory. 

What did he think of the Third Order? 

Pope Pius XI. was a member of the Third Order of 
St. Francis. He was convinced of its true worth to 
society and he repeatedly proclaimed his loyalty to it. 
As Archbishop of Milan, Cardinal Ratti supported and 
encouraged the Third Order in his archdiocese. He 
affiliated with the Priests’ Fraternity of Milan, directed 
by the Capuchin Fathers. Upon receiving a telegram 
of homage and affection from 
the priests on one occasion, he 
answered: “Being myself a 
Tertiary of long standing, I bless 
the Tertiary priests from the 
bottom of my heart.” 

But it is in his encyclical on 
St. Francis, given on the Seventh 
Centenary of his death, that we 
look for a more official and 
influential message. There, Pope 
Pius XI. clearly reveals his mind 
on the Third Order. Let us re- 
view a few excerpts: 

“The general restoration of 
peace and morals was advanced 
very much by the Third Order, 
which was a Religious Order 
indeed, yet, something unex- 
ampled up to that time, in as far 
as it was not bound by vows, 
while it offered all men and 
women living in the world a 
means both of observing the 
commandments of God and of 
pursuing Christian perfection. 

“Thus a most wholesome 
change in society began to take 
shape, the New Order founded 
by Francis spreading far and

wide among the peoples of Christendom and gain- 
ing in numbers, while moral purity followed in the 
wake of the practice of penance. Not only Popes, 
Cardinals and Bishops, but also Kings and royal per- 
sonages, some of whom flourished in the glory of 
sanctity, enthusiastically donned the habit of the Third 
Order and drank in the wisdom of the Gospel with the 
spirit of St. Francis. There was a beautifully glorious 
revival of the choicest virtues in civil life. In fine, the 
face of the earth was renewed. 

“Finally, we appeal to the Tertiaries, both regular 
and secular, to hasten also by the efforts of their apos- 
tolate the spiritual progress of our Christian people. 
If in the day of their origin their apostolate won for 
them from Gregory IX the title of ‘Soldiers of Christ’ 
and ‘the new Machabees,’ it has today the opportunity 
to be just as valuable for the 
general welfare, if only they dis- 
tinguish themselves by virtuous 
and blameless lives, putting on 
the likeness of Francis as they 
have increased in numbers all 
over the world. . . . URGE THOSE 
WHO HAVE NOT YET ENTERED 
THIS DISTINGUISHED MILITIA, 10 
DO SO THIS YEAR; AND LET THOSE 
WHO ARE TOO YOUNG, BECOME 
CoRDBEARERS OF SAINT FRANCIS, 
SO THAT EVEN THE CHILDREN 
MAY GROW ACCUSTOMED TO THE 
LIFE.”

WRECK OF THE SS. ATLANTIC 


Reverend and dear Father Paul:

Since you found space in the October issue of Lamp 
for my letter on “Catholic Belief in Purgatory,” ccurred 
to me that there was a forgotten feature to that tale—a 
sequel—I had forgotten. 


My cousin had a brother, a priest, and I recall asking 
her whether she ever told Father Michael about the appari- 
tion of the deceased widow. 

“Yes, I did,” she replied. 

(Fr. Michael was ordained priest in 1863 and 
mission was at Prospect, N. S., a rock-bound fishing village, 
twenty-one miles from Halifax, N. S., the place of the 
wreck of the White Star Liner SS. Atlantic, March 21, 1873. 
She had 33 cabin passengers, 800 steerage, a crew of 14% 
officer and men; total 976. Of these 430 were 
546 were lost. Three steamers came to the rescue.) 

“When I told my brother about seeing the apparition of 
the deceased widow, he stood up, pressed his hands to the 
sides of his head, and paced the room. Then he related 
how after the wreck of the SS. Atlantic, driving his old 
horse and buggy late one night along the shore road—the 
place of the heard wailing 
cries from numerous souls for assistance, coming from the 
illuminated spot where the steamer went down, And he 
said, ‘I saw and heard this more than once at night!’”
